A recent Washington dispatch re- 


galed the fact that Senators of both 
patties are getting tired of shouldering 
the responsibility for increased appro- 
priations. Since the discovery that the 
surplus was melting awny the Demo- 
cratic leaders in the House have bean 
pleading the baby act and telling how 
the Senate has increased the aggregate 
in nearly every instance. Last year the 
Republican members of the Senate Ap- 
propriations Committee got tired of this 
talk and proposed to pass the bill-i just 


. as they came from the House. Had 


this been done the whole machinery of 
the 
Government would huve 
been 


thrown out of gear. 
The executive 


branches all pleaded that this should 
not be done and gave good reasons. 
The majority of the uommittuo fianlly 
relented, bat rrhen the subject was up 
in the Senate Mr. Beck, who is the 
Democratic leader in the Appiopriatious 
Committee felt called upon to muUe a 
statement defending the committee and 
savagely scoring his party associates in 
tha House for their trickery. He told 
how it was the habit of the House to 
ibave out important matters with the 
sole purpose of making a false showing 
and unjustly putting on the Suutito the 
ocliuon 
of increasing appropriations. 


The truth is that the Fiftieth Congress 
ha« been extravagant to the verge ot 
recklessness, nnd the Republican Sen- 
ate will have to take its share of the 
blame along with a Democratic House, 
a Democratic President and Democratic 
executive departments. But it is trua 
that all this increased cost of Govern- 
ment U to carry on a Democratic Ad- 
ministration. The unwritten law of tUe 
Senate Appropriations 
Committee IB 


that in providing money for the depart- 
ments .partisanship shall be banished. 
Whenever Chairman Allison and Sen- 
ator Beck agree that money ought to be 
appropriated for any object it is clone. 
When they put their foot down, and 
they have had to do it pretty often un- 
der the Cleveland Administration, the 
money ia prettty certain to be withheld. 
No sooner does an appropriation bill 
pass the House than the Cabinet officers 
and their bureau chiefs begin to ap- 
pear before the Senate committee point- 
ing out wherein the House has crippled 
the service by absolutely refusing money 
for necessary expenses. The excuse gen- 
erally given by Mr. Randall's fellow-com- 
mitteeuaen is that the deficiency can be 
fixed tip in the Senate and the House can 
keep down the total. 
These lepresen- 


tations from the Executive Departments 
are patiently sifted and where it is found 
that the money is really needed it is giv- 
en, though the Republican Senators 
know Mr. Randall toward the end of the 
session will present his little tables 
showing how enonomical the House 
wanted to be. »Yet some of tho mem- 
bers ot the Senate Committee huve been 
startled at the growing coat of admin- 
istering to the Government, aud are 
beginning to wonder where four years 
more of Democratic administration will 
bring the finances of the country. 
Somehow Mr. Cleveland's chosen of- 
ficials manage to require money which 
cannot safely be refused, though tho 
sum grows larger every year. The Do- 
dartment of Justice furnishes u pointed 
illustration of the way expenses arc kept 
up. From 1878 to 1885, inclusive, un- 
der the Republican Administration, the 
annual average was $3,201,804,the max- 
imum being $3,380,018, in 1878. 
Since 


1883 the appropriations have been tus 
follows: 
IQ 1886, §3,437,089; 1837, 


§3,398,378; 1888, $3,660,710.

Letter from a Representative San Franciscan. 


BABBOW LANCASHIRE, ENGLAND, ) 


August 9, 1888. j 


Editor Bulletin':—I have been only 


four days in England, but my oppor- 
tunities for observation iu this great 
manufacturing center have been eresl- 
lent. Leaving ont Wigsn and Preston, 
which were hnmedly visited, I have 
given more attention to Barrow, whose 
manufactures ought to interest us Oali- 
fornians the most. 
The building of 


steel ships for war and commerce ia not 
as new here as in San Francisco. The 
discovery of hematite iron ore in this 
vicinity, with an abundant supply of 
good coal, caused the town of Barrow to 
spring up like an American city.. Hem- 
atite is found in but few places in the 
world and the daager of successful com- 
petition seemed impossible. The larg- 
est steel works and the finest shipyard 
in England were soon in operation, 
Capitalists, headed by the Duke of 
Devonshire, furnished unlimited money 
to start and maintain the works. As the 
rise and full of the tjde averages thirty- 
five feet, docks only less extensive than 
those of Liverpool and London were 
built at enormous expense. Fortunately 
for San Francisco no such undertaking 
is needed, when the Union Iron Works 
is turning out steel ships by the score. 
Nature in this, as in many other things, 
favors ns inoro than we appreciate. 


Perhaps a brief account of my visit to 


the works would interest your readers. 
Au introduction to one of the directors 
of tho company conversant with it all, 
gave an opportunity to spend nearly a 
day there. I will not attempt a de- 
scription of the furnaces, rolling-mills 
and machinery, but give some of the 
grand results. 
The product of steel 


rails here in one year was 140,000 tons. 
The output of manufactured steel has 
often 
exceeded 5,000 tons a week. 


Their ships navigate every sea and are 
among the largest afloat. By a recent 
improvement there is no waste heat. 
The heat that formerly went up the huge 
chimneys of the furnaces, is now econo- 
mized so that steam is generated in the 
boilers all over the works and the ma- 
chineiy propelled by it. 


But alas! notwithstanding all their acl- 


••autageB I debira to tell you what Frea 
Trade m England has done for them. 
Opposition seemed impossible, when, 
io! hematite ore was discovered in Spain! 
Capital was soon forthcoming, 
and 


English capital, too. The result was 
that the Barrow works were run at o 
loss. The splendid dividends paid were 
pivid no more. They have lost §2,500,- 
000, and are now trying in the courts to 
extinguish the debt by cancelling the 
"proleired shares of stdok." 
If a 
leasonable duty existed on hematite, 
Spnin could not have entered into com- 
petition with Burrow. The works will 
uot be stopped, for the heaviest capital- 
ists in the land are too deeply involved 
to give it XID.

how if affects Barrow, and I shall close. 
The juto worlss here are extensive and 
did a large business. They are now 
sick unto du'ath. 
Jute woiks (with 


English capital again!) have beeu es- 
estaulished m India, where tbo rnw 
material is grown and with ludmu 
labor at 50 cents a day, grain baps, no , 
are exported to Eagfand. The ciy n 
for fair trade, and not Free Trade, and 
that means a return to a policy of Pro- 
tection. I nave talked with manufac- 
turers, workingmen and all classes and 
I have not met any Free Traders. 
Only the old fogies, who over (forty 
years ago introduced Fre<j Trade meas- 
ures in Parliament, hesitate. 


Is this the time for patriotic) Ameri- 


cans to vote for Cleveland and Free 
Trade? 
I trust that, regardless of
